In accordance with the School Admissions (Admission Arrangements and Co- 
ordination of Admission Arrangements) (England) Regulations 2012, admission 
authorities are required to consult on any proposed changes to their admission 
arrangements for a minimum of six weeks. 


Southwark Council is consulting on changes to the following: 


1. Proposed community primary school admission arrangements 2023-24 


2. Proposed co-ordinated admission schemes 2023-24 for reception, junior, 
year 7 and year 10

1. Admission arrangements for all community primary schools for the 2023-24 
academic year 


1.1 Reduction of Reception year places at community primary schools for September 
2023 intake 


Southwark Council has undertaken a review of its Reception year capacity in response to a 
five year trend of falling rolls across the borough with an aim to balance/right size the number 
of places available in line with the current level of demand. A reduction to the Published 
Admission Number (PAN) of 30 places from 2023 is proposed at four primary community 
schools.

BACKGROUND/SUMMARY FOR EACH SCHOOL 


Ilderton Primary School: The school’s reception numbers have been in gradual decline from 
2011/2, when reception was almost up to PAN, for the last two years, admission to reception 
have been just one or two children above 30 which requires resourcing to the same level as 
if all 60 places were full. The trend of falling rolls in this area looks set to continue, reducing 
the PAN from 60 to 30 from September 2022 at Ilderton primary school and would make a 
solid and stable 30 place, 1FE, school. There are five Southwark schools within 0.5 miles from 
the school who could accommodate any excess demand for reception year places in the 
locality if required. 


Dog Kennel Hill Primary (DKH) School. The history of the school’s rolls overall has shown a 


downward trend since 2013/4. At reception, the numbers in the last two years have hovered 
around the 1FE mark at 30 pupils. A move to 30 places, 1FE at DKH would support the level 
of intake experienced over recent years and, support becoming a solid and stable, 1FE school. 
There are four schools in the locality within 0.5 miles, each with reception places available for 
children/families if required. 


Cobourg Primary School: There has been a downward enrolment trend in reception and whole 
school rolls since 2014. This had been particularly acute at reception where numbers have 
fallen consistently since 2015, from just under 60 to just under 30. Looking at future demand, 
it is felt that the school would make a strong 1FE school, rather than a 2FE school that does 
not fill to capacity; similar to Ilderton and Dog Kennel Hill — there are reception places available 
at alternative schools within the local area. 


lvydale Primary School: Admission to reception year at Ivydale has fluctuated between 70 
and 90 children since 2019, a reduction of the PAN from 90 to 60 has recently been 
considered. The school recruited up to 90 for the academic year 2021/22, and is likely to do 
so for 2022/23 - a reduced PAN from 2023/24 onwards will help to right size capacity across 
the locality and, enable Ivydale to reorganise as a strong 2FE school”.

3. Southwark Council’s ‘relevant area’ 


All local authorities must establish a ‘relevant area’ for admission policy consultation and 
review this every two years. It is proposed that Southwark’s ‘relevant area’ remains the same 
as the administrative area for the Council. This will provide the most efficient and effective way 
of fulfilling the statutory requirements for co-ordinated planned admissions and school place 
planning.
